Eclipse of Sun May 8 Will. 
Help Perfect Range-Finding 
Devices on Military Arms 
By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

New York, April 23 — (IP) —The 


first eclipse of the sun to have mil- 
itarv value since the 
one 
that 


stopped a war in 585 B. C., takes 
place in the Pacific ocean May 8. 


This eclipse will produce means 


for 
more 
accurate 
shooting of 


guided missiles and of ocean-span- 
ning rockets. 


In 585 the eclipse took place in 
eastern Anatola, during a 
battle 


between Lydians and Medes. As 
Herodotus tells it:

The announced purpose 
of 
the 
May 8 eclipse observations, as told 
by the National Geographic Socie- 
ty, sponsoring the expeditions, and 
popular astronomy, is 
more 
ac- 


curately to determine the shape of 
the earth and better to locate any 
desired point on the globe's sur- 
face. 


At present such location is done 


with errors ranging from several 
hundred feet to one mile. It 
is 
hoped to reduce these errors to not 
more than 150 feet. 


For military purposes, a calcula- 


tion error of one mile in location 
of a distant target, is an added ag- 
gravation in 
a problem 
already 


near the limit of solution. A mile 
miss may not seem much in a 3,- 
000-mile shot, but it is a good error 
to get rid of. Even a present-size 
atomic bomb could lose much ef- 
fectiveness by a mile miss. 


The 
astronomical observations 


will be made from seven stations 


along the path of the eclipse. The 
start 
is in Burma, 
where 
the 
eclipse first shows, the end of the 
track in the Aleutian Islands, 5,320 
miles away, five hours later and 
one 
calender 
day 
earlier. 
The 


shadow starts on May 9 but crosses 
the international time zone to fin- 
ish May 8. 


All stations will time the moment 


when the edge of the moon 
ap- 


pears to touch the face of the sun, 
and again when the' edge of one 
leaves the edge of the other a's the 
eclipse ends.

| Two 
stations, 
in 
Hokkaido, 
Decn Japan, and Korea, will use this 


data to measure the exact distance 
of the moon from earth during the 
eclipse. This distance varies. Tri- 
angulation will give it precisely, at 
something around 240,000 miles.

About one-fifth of all cancers in 


women originate in the breast— 
the most common location of can- 
cer in women. When discovered 
early, good results can be antici- 
pated. With early diagnosis and 
prompt treatment, 75 to 80 per cent 
can be cured. 


Cancer of the breast is rare be- 


fore the age of 25. It is more 
common between 45 and 55. After 
55 it becomes less frequent again. 
In the early stage there is not 


likely to be any pain, burning or 
other sensation. Some flattening 
of a portion of the breast is sus- 
picious. 
Any 
irregularity which 


had not been present before also 
calls for atlcntion. 


Early Diagnosis 
When a lump in the breast is 


found which might be cancerous, 
a small piece of the tumor should 
be removed and examined under 
Ihe microscope. If the microscopic 
examination proves the presence of 
cancerous cells, then the tumor 
and the breast as well should be 
removed as soon as possible. 


When done early there is a good 
chance of complete cure. If the 
early signs and 
symptoms 
arc 
neglected until 
the cancer 
cells 


have spread to the glands in the 
armpit or elsewhere, 
cures 
can 
still be obtained, but not so many.

Diseases of 
Plants Plague 
Gardeners 


Commercial tomato 
producers 


nd homo gardeners often

K<Jir lomato crops suffering from 
oliage and fruit diseases. County 
gent Oliver L. Adams says the 
nost common of these diseases in 


rkansas is Scptoria leaf 
spot. 


Others are anthracnose, bacterial: 
peck, bacterial spot, and 
early 
light. 
Septoria 
leaf spot wiil 


ause the leaves of the tomato 
ilant to shed, with reduction in 
ield and sunscalding of the fruit. 
The disease may occur on plants 


if any age, but usually 
become 


nore evident after the plants have 
Jegun to set fruit. Tho first infcc- 
ion ordinarily is found on 
the 


aider leaves near the ground, and 
he early symptoms are 
small, 


vatersoaked spots that often are 
scattered thickly over the 
leaf. 


These spots soon become roughly 
circular and have gray 
centers 


surrounded by darker margins. If 
they are 
numerous, 
the 
leaflet 


eventually dies and drops from 
the plant. 
And as tho disease 
spreads on the plant more and 
more of the leaves are infected 
and drop. 


Scptoria leaf spot and the other 


diseases mentioned can be fairly 
well controlled by dusting or spray- 
ing with copper fungicides 
Mr. 


Adams says. Dusting should be 
siartcd when the plants arc 12 to 
15 inches high and should be re- 
peated at intervals of 7 to 10 days, 
particularly if rains are frequent. 


The fixed or insoluble copper 


compounds are recommended for 
j 
tomato dui-ting. These are gener- 
ally proprietory compounds sold 
under trade names. They are much 
less apt to cause injury to 
the 


plants as compared to Bordeaux 
mixture, which has been used in 
the past. A satisfactory mixture 
is composed of 5 per cent metallic 
copper equivalent (20 pounds of 
compound containing 25 per 
cent 


copper), 15 per cent of wheat flour, 
and enough finely ground talc to 
make a total of 100 per cent 
by 
weight. 


The dust should be applied early 


in the morning when the foliage 
s wet from dew.
